S.M. College 
Needed Now 
Says Report 


The State Coordinating Council 


for Higher Education committee 
on physical facilities meeting in 
San Francisco Tuesday received a 
report from the state college 
staff concluding that San Mateo 
county should receive No. 1 pri- 
ority for a state college immed- 
iately. 


The report, signed by Chancel- 


lor Glen S. Dumke of the Cali- 
fornia slate college system, de- 
clared that even in San Francisco 
State college and San Jose State 
college are master-planned 
for 


maximum 
number of students, 


12,000 and 17,000 respectively, the 
need for San Mateo state college 
would still be immediate. 


Basis for this recommendation 


is that at least two years are 
needed between the 
legislative 


establishment of a college and 
opening for instruction, with a 
four-to-five-year period being de- 
sirable. In addition, a five-to- 
10-year period folloft-ing the open- 
ing is needed to complete the 
physical facilities', to permit en- 
rolling sufficient students and to 
consolidate the enrollment which 
ordinarily would be going into 
other areas. 


The projections of a 10-to-15- 


year period before San Mateo 
State college would become an 
educational framework is based 
on the high school graduate pop- 
ulation figures discussed at the 
last meeting of the committee. 


Senator Richard Dolwig of Red- 


wood City appeared before the 
committee and asked for a re- 
versal of the coordinating coun- 
cil staff's previous recommenda- 
tion against any new state col- 
leges this year.

Bruno Dilemma On City Budget 


San Bruno City Manager Ger- 


ard Vergeer said today he does 
not expect that the city can meet 
the budget requests of its de- 
partment heads. 


The requests, he said, total 


$169,000. 
To 
finance 
this, he 


foresees increased income total- 
ing only $10,000. 
, 


An additional $28,000 in last 


year's budget, money spent on a 
new fire truck, and also be count- 
ed to provide for the requests, he 
said. 


"It is obvious, though, that the 


requests are not going to be half 
met, although there are 
some 


items that must go through. 


"A substantial, increase in per- 


sonnel of the police department 
was requested by Chief Cunning- 
ham. He asked for five addition- 
al patrolmen, one additional de- 
tective, and additional part-time 
help to relieve the clerk-dispatch- 
ers and stenographer. 


"Other increases asked for in 


this department are two addition- 
al patrol vehicles, recording de- 
vice to allow phoning in police 
reports to save time of writing 
reports, said to consume one 
hour a day of patrolmen's time. 
Along with demands for salary 


increases of some $30,000, addi- 
tional help would add $32,500 and 
additional equipment $6000 for a 
total increase, if allowed, of $£ 
500. The salary increase request 
was made by members of the 
police and fire departments on 
April 11. 


"Main increase asked for by 


fire department personnel would 
add $20,000 in salaries to exist- 
ing force and the chief asked for 
inclusion of an aerial lift truck 
(ladder truck) at an estimated 
cost of $60,000. Total

to a special meeting June 10 to 
review the district's financial sit- 
uation and to recommend on the 
ax rate proposal. Representa- 
ives of various organizations will 
be invited to attend the meet- 
ing, and interested citizens are 
urged to attend, Knight said.

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Woolworth Building Marks A Half Century This Spring 


NEW YORK—It was a warm 


evening April 24, 1913. 


Billie Burke was appearing on 


Broadway in a comedy, "The 
Amazons," 
Buffalo Bill's Wild 


West show was at Madison Square 
Garden and Efrem Zimbalist was 
giving a farewell recital at Car- 
negie hall. 


And downtowji near Wall street 


900 prominent men were being 
seated for a banquet. At the 
White House the recently inaugu- 
rated President of the United 


States, Woodrow Wilson, waited 
for a signal. 


When the signal came, Presi- 


dent Wilson pressed a button 
which in New York turned on 
80,000 light bulbs and lit up the 
world's tallest ^skyscraper — the 
Woolworth building. 


Across from the 60-story struc- 


ture, in City Hall park, a crowd 
of thousands cheered, Inside the 
banquet hall on the building's 
twenty%eventh floor, a concealed 
orchestra struck up the national 


anthem. Guests leaped to their | Woolworth building was admired 
feet and afterwards toasted their 
host, Frank W. Woolworth. 


The Woolworth building—rising 


792 feet and one inch above the 
street—didn't yield its first place 
(to the Chrysler building) until 
1930. Today-there are seven office 
buildings higher, all of them in 
New York: Empire State, Chrys- 
ler, 60 Wall Tower, Bank of Man- 
hattan, RCA, Chase Manhattan 
and Pan Am. 


At the time it was built, the 


not only for its height but for its 
rich Gothic architecture. 


Woolworth had always admired 


London's Houses of Parliament 
and decided to erect something 
equally impressive to bear his 
name. Architect Cass Gilvert de- 
signed the building with flying 
buttresses, gargoyles and a lace- 
in-stone effect throughout. 


One outstanding feature was a 


three-story-high entrance arcade, 
the vaulted ceiling of which was 
set with glass mosaic. The walls 


of golden marble, quarried in 
Greece, and lace-like marble cor- 
nices with indirect lighting give 
the arcade a cathedral-like ap- 
pearance. 


Corridors throughout the build- 


ing have marble terrazzo floors 
and wainscoting of Italian marble. 
Within the 15 acres of offices the 
ceilings vary from il to more 
than 20 feet high. 


The building was constructed at 


a cost of $13,500,000 and paid for 


with cash. 


Sightseers 
immediately began 


visiting the observation gallery 
on the fifty-eighth floor. This gal- 
lery was closed by the Navy in 
1941 because of its commanding 
view of New York harbor. Large 
numbers of people still tour the 
building each year but the ob- 
servation tower was put to other 
uses and never reopened. Today 
it. is a clinic for executives in 
lower Manhattan.

a rolling pin to flatten and spread 
slices.

Economical 


Beef Roast 


. Juicy, melt-in-your mouth ten- 
der roast-beef is without doubt a 
universal favorite food. Unfortu- 
nately, most of our food budgets 
d6 not allow us the luxury of ten- 
der beef roasts as often as we 
might desire. 


But here's goad news for roast 


beef lovers! A well-above average 
supply of high-quality beef is 
coming to markets. This large 
supply is likely to mean beef 
"specials" featured at many re- 
tail meat counters. 


Since the plentiful beef is high- 


quality, two excellent cuts to 
watch for are beef sirloin tip and 
rolled rump. Generally, they are 
the most economical of the largs 
beef cuts that can be roasted by 
dry heat. Both are boneless, too. 
meaning you eat all you buy. 


One important point: Only the 


top quality (Prime or Choice 
grade) sirloin tip or rolled rump 
may be roasted. Any other grade 
needs to be braised with moist 
heat in a covered utensil in order 
to be tender when served. 


Roasting the Beef 


To roast a high-quality sirloin 


tip or rolled rump, place the meat 
fat side up on a rack in an open 
roasting pan. Insert a meat ther- 
mometer into the center of the 
roast. Do not add water and do 
not cover. 


Roast in a slow oven (300 de- 


grees F.) until the meat ther- 
mometer registers 140 degrees F 
for rare, 160 degrees F. for me- 
dium or 170 degrees F. for well- 
done. Allow approximately 2J/i to 
2% hours for cooking a 4 to 6- 
pound roast to rare, 23,i to 3 
hours- to medium, and 3% to 34 
hours for well-done.
